Welfare Board Calls - 
For Public Assistance 


Hampered by gasoline and 
tire restrictions which prevent 
staff members from making as 
many home and reference calls 
as in the past, the District, 10 
Welfare Board is asking local 
applicants for public assistance 
to cooperate in securing the nec- 
essary information to support 
their applications, and bring to 
the district welfare ojce such 
data as they have. 

In connection with Old-age 
Assistance, persons making ap- 
plications can speed up the pro- 
cess of establishing their eli- 
rgibility if they will bring to the 
welfare office all available ma- 
terial that serves to prove their 
age and residence. Foreign born 
applicants must produce citizen- 
ship papers. 

Applicants must be 65 years 
of age or over and this fact must 
be established by proof. The 
‘board cannot accept the state- 
ment of the applicant alone, and 
affidavits from relatives are not 
considered satisfactory evidence. 
Old family Bibles, United States 
and State census, old vpting 
registrations, church records, old 
insurance policies, old hunting 
licenses and - citizenship papers 
are acceptable. 

It is requested further that ap- 
plications for old age assistance 
to blind should show letters, in- 
surance receipts or other papers 
which may help to, prove: resi- 
dence in the state for five years 
of the past nine years, and the 
year immediately preceeding the 
filing of application. 

If such papers are not avail- 
able, the applicat} should be 
prepared to furnish the welfare 
visitor with names of pérsons 
who can make affidavit relative 
to the length of his residence. 

The requirement in relation to 
aid to dependent children is one 
year’s residence in the state 
prior to filing of application on 
the part of chilaren included in 
‘the application: 
` Applicants may help to es- 
tablish their need by bringing 
in deeds, insurance papers, bank 
statements and other isiforma- 
ya as to accurate knowledge of 
their circumstances. Only those 
in need are given federal’ assist-

Close cooperation can- 
not be carried on successfully 
with strangers, 

Increasing stress has been 
their. cultural co- 
operation in recent years. This} 
movement had embraced many 
elements, -official and unofficial. 
The latter has been largely 
carried out by means of motion 
pictures, books, operas, arts, 
The 
latter has made it possible for 
the broadcasting of programs 
from the United States to Latin- 
American countries and has now 
brought into the home of every: 
one in the United States pro- 
grams from other American re- 
publics. 

There have been many con- 
ferences for the promotion of 
cultural cooperation. At these 
conferences were adopted ways 
of better cultural understanding. 
Exchange of students and pro- 

ssors Was recommended. In

countries agretd to offer two 
fellowships afinually to graduate 
students or/ teachers and for a 
biennial appointment of profes- 
sors to teach in unversities of 
one or more of the other coun- 
tries. Many countries now offer 
scholarships for 
other American republics. 

In 1938 it was recommends 
ed. that French, English, Portu- 
guese and Spanish should be in- 
cluded in schools of American 
republics. This is now done 
in many countries. For example: 
The countries surrounding Brazil 
now include Portuguese in their 
school curricula; ‘Spanish is now 
taught in Brazil; English is 
taught in many -schools in Latin 
America, and most colleges and 
many high schools in the United 
States include Spanish, Portu- 
guese and French in their cur- 
ricula.

Fighting among themselves 
would have weakened them and 
offered excuse for foreign inter- 
vention. If Europe could have 


in the New World it would have 
been not only detrimental to the 
existance and independence of 
Latin-American countries. but 
dangerous to the U. S. as well. 
A more recent example of co- 
operation in settling disputes 
was the arbitration of the cen- 
tury old border dispute between 
Peru and Ecuador. If this dis- 
pute had gone-on, it would not 
only have prevented solidarity 
‘but would have weakened the 
defense of South America con- 
siderably. It was vitally im- 
portant to the U. S. in this em- 
rgency to see that the Americas 
‘ere not weakened at home. 
The Monroe Doctrine is im- 
portant to all the Americas. It 
insures the independence and in- 
tegrity of Latin-America and 
it is important to us to see that 
no agressor nation seizes South 
American bases that might be 
used against our borders. This 
doctrine was issued in 1823 to 
prevent Spain and her allies 
from regaining her colonies in 
South America. It was used 
again to prevent England from 
fighting Venezuela over a boun- 
dry dispute and again to pre- 
vent Germany from collecting 
debts by force. It was the means 
of expelling the French from 
Mexico. The Monroe Doctrine 
has done much to cement friend- 
ly relations between the United 
States and Latin-America. To 
make a successful defense of the 
western hemisphere necessitated 
close cooperation. 
The Americas have always 
drawn close together in times 
iof world crises. This is shown 
by the results of the Havana 
Conference in July 1940. This 
conference was called by the U. 
S. with the hope of getting unan- 


jectives: 
mandate over European colonies 
in western hemisphere; (2) con:
